London, England, May 9, 1902. 
Sir : I have the honor to report that for the week ended May 3, 1902, 
there were inspected and given bills of health at this port to 7 vessels, 
and 47 members of the crew and cattlemen were vaccinated. For the 
same period there were 64 fatal cases of smallpox in England, and of 
this number 43 occurred in London and 13 in Wesc Ham aud the 
remainder were scattered over the country.
